Many may think that marking ouC 
com ground is a Email matter, yet it 
should not be soj considered, because 
much convenience aboutothcrworkings 
of the crop depends on straight rows, 
a thing Uiat most farmers find it diffi- 
cult to make. I have used teveral sorts 
of markers, but was never sure of doing 
a good job till I used one like that illus- 
trated. 
I was so pleased with it that I 
want others to try it, for I don't think 
one should be selfish with providential 
success. 
It is far ahead of the 
four-ro- 
fold- 
ing marker; 
can ride or walk with 
equal advantage, as the tongue comes 
directly 
over the mark, 
giving 
one 
great advantage over the team. 
Tho 
tongue 
is light and easily 
put 
on. 
Uolt tho pieces to the tongue, which" 
should fit close to the sides of the run- 
ner, the front end of which should bo 
about 
0 inches longer thaa the out- 
side 
ones, 
and about 
4 inehr.s wiriix 
on top 
as thick as end of the tongue,, 
as fnr back as the pieces on end of 
tongue extend. 
Use bolts, so everything 
will stay. 
Make the gauge the. length of three 
spaces 
and 
3 
or 
4 "inches 
longer. 
Hinge it to the middlo runner (at C) 
so that it will turn over from one side to 
the other. 
Make it of liard wood, 
1 to 
5 inches wide, and to exactly lit in a 
space between the top boards.

ALFALFA 
AND 
CLOVER. 
i- - 


Conclusions Drawn from nn Indiana Ex- 
periment Station Iteport. 
Alfalfa has been grown several years' 
at the Indian experiment station, and 
W.C.Latta, agriculturistof 
the station; 
(.peaking 
from experience, says 
that 
although alfalfa can, when well started; 
endure drought better than 
clover, it) 
cannot produce three or more crops thci 
same season without irrigation. 
This 
information is necessary to counteract 
statements made by some enthusiasts, 
who 
may, 
unintentionally, 
mislead-som- 
intodisplacing clover with alfalfa 
on account of the 
alleged 
immense 
yields of the latter. 
At the station it was found that al- 
falfa is more feeble than clover at thtf 
start, and is very liable to be choked by, 
weeds the first season; that it increases, 
in vigor until the third year at least, 
and thus maintains itself better and 
longer in tho soil than a common red, 
mammoth or alsike clover; that in very, 
dry seasons 
like 1895 it may 
yield 
more hay than clover; that in normal 
seasons it sometimes yields less than 
clover; that but two cuttings of alfalfa 
may be expected the same season with- 
out irrigation. 
In any fertile soil, having sufficiently 
porous 
sub-so- il 
to permit it to strike 
deep root into the lower, permanently 
moist earth, the alfalfa will probably do 
well. 
It is said to do best in light, cal- 
careous loams, underlaid with a porous 
subsoil. 
The land should be thorough- 
ly and deeply drained, and may 
' be 
plowed to advantage. 
Subsoil in 
the 
fall, but sow the seed in the spring. 
Close pasturing by any class of stock 
is injurious to alfalfa, and sheep should 
not be allowed upon it, but if not grazed 
too close it will endure pasturing.fairly, 
well. 
It is, however, best for hay. 
In any soil where red clover thrives 
it is not wiso to discard it for alfalfa 
without first experimenting with tho 
latter. 
If experience proves it superior 
to clover as u seed, a soil renovator and 
a yielder, then a change can be safely, 
made.

Crops for Homo Hue. 
An economical 
mode ofgrowing early, 
tomatoes, melons, etc., where but a few. 
arc desired to produce crops for homo 
use, 
is to use egg shells. 
Break the 
shells near the small ends, fill with rich 
dirt and plant a few seeds of the kind 
desired. 
The shells may be set in a 
shallow pan or box of bran, and placed 
in the sunlight on warm days, care be- 
ing taken not to expose them to cold at 
night. 
When 
transplaning 
simply, 
set tho shell with 
the plant in the; 
ground. 
The roots of the plant 
will 
soon break througli the shell.
